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Investigative facilities under standards at least equivalent to 
those of the Civil Service Commission investigation for access 
to Restricted Bata and the investigative requirements of 
Rstecutive Order 10450. la addition, we pointed out that the 
evaluation of the investigative results conforms with Executive 
10450 and certain special requirements of the Agency, 
this matter has been discussed by representatives erf this 
Agency and the Atomic Raergy Catmaission, and it is our opinion 
that the investigative standards of the Agency are in conformity 
with the standards and specifications established by the Atomic 
Inergy Commission pursuant to Section 145(f). in addition, we 


believe that the evaluative standards of the Central Intelligence 
Agency can be considered by the Atomic Rnorgy Commission sufficient 
to satisfy the requirement in Section 145(b) which provides that 
the Commission must determine that permitting an individual to 
have access to Restricted Data will not the common
